$969 95, leaving a balance not accounted for of about $1030. Of 
this amount. your committee find the largest amount of fines inflicted 
by any ene Justice was by M. C. Brown, Esq., whicly amounts, dur- 
ing the period above, mentioned, to, about. $919, of .which amount 
$108 45 has been naid to the County Treasurer, and $290 to: the 
Treasurer of Charlotteville, leaving a balance unaccounted for of 
about $520, or about one half of the whole amount. The other half 
being divided among the 86 acting Justices according to the returns. 

« Your committee would respectfully represent that the system of 
making returns of convictions, as practiced, renders it simply im- 
possible to geb at a correct statement of the amount of fines actually 
collected by Magistrates, and is consequently an injustice to them, 
as it may cause unjust suspicions to rest on Magistrates who may 
possibly pay over every cent collected by them. ‘There also appears 
to be a difficulty in,ascertaining the proper party entitled to receive 
the fines ; some paying it over to the County Treasurer, while others 
pay it to the Township Treasurers. 

‘Your committee would therefore respectfully recommend that the 
Warden be instructed to take all legal and necessary steps to repre- 
sens tis matter to the proper authorities and that immediate’ steps 
be taken to remedy the evil.”

To make provision for ¢he Public Service of the County of Norfolk 
for the year 1875. 
- Passed 19th day of June, 1875. 


WueEnrgas it is expedient and necessary to provide ways and means 
to defray the expenses of the Public Service of this County for the 
‘current year ; And whereas it appears by estimate the sum of Thir- 
teen thousand, nine hundied and forty-three dollars is required for 
general purposes : Four thousand, two hundred and sixty-two dol- 
Jars, for educational purposes : And the sum of One thousand, and 
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thirty dollars fora special rate under By-Law No, 111, making in 
the aggregate the sum of Nineteen thousand, two hundred and thirty- 
five dollars. I | 

I.—Be it therefore enacted by the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the County of Norfolk, in council assembled : That the 
sum of Nineteen thousand, two hundred and thirty-five dollars, shall 
be levied, raised, and colleeted, in and from the minor municipalities 
of this County,.on or before the fourteenth day of December next, 
in proportion following, that is to say : The Township of Charlotteville 
for General purvoses the sum of One thousand, six hundred and 
forty-two dollars ; for Educational purposes the sunr of six hundred 
and four dollars ; and for special rate the sum of One hundred and 
twenty dollars. 


The Township of Houghton, for General purposes the sum of 
Seven hundred and twenty-two dollars ; for Kiducational purposes the 
sum of, Three hundred. and twelve dollars.;. and for special rate the 
sum of fitty-three dollars. 

_ The Township of Middleton, for General purposes the sum of One 
thousand, one hundred and forty-seven dollars ; for Educational pur- 
poses the sum of Four hundred and eighty-one dollars ; and for 
special rate the sum of Highty-five dollars. 


The. Town of Simcoe, for General purposes the sum of Seven hun- 
dred and ninety four dollars ; and for special rate the sum of Fifty- 
nine dollars. , 


The Township» of Townsend, for General purposes the sum of 
Three thousand, four hundred and fifty four dollars ; for Education- 
al purposes the sum of Hight hundred and seven dollars ; and for 
special rate the sum of Two hundred and fifty-five dollars. 


The Township of Walsingham,: for General purposes the sum of 
Two thousand, two hundred and Forty-two dollars ; for Educational 
purposes the sum of’Seven hundred and, eighty dollars ; and for 
special rate the sum of One hundred and sixty-six dollars.. 

The Township of Windham, for General purposes the sum of Two 
thousand, one hundred and thirty-six dollars; for Educational pur- 
poses the sum of Seven hundred and eight dollars ; and for special 
rate the sum of One hundred and fifty-eight dollars. 

The Township:‘or Woodhouse, for General purposes the sum of 
One thousand, eight hundred and six dollars; for Educational pur- 
poses the sum of five hundred and seventy dollars ; and for special 
rate the sum of One hundred and thirty-four dollars. 

Ti.—And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the 
several sums hereinbefore named for General, Educational, and 
Special purposes, required for the current year, shall be levied, rais- 
ed and collected, and paid to the County Treasurer by minor muni- 
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cipalities of this County in the proportions set forth in the preceed- 
ing section of this By—Law, on cr before the fourteenth day of De- 
cember next.
